Does lobbying pay ! In same cases it 
does ; in other cases it does not. There 
are all grades of incomes [among lobby 
men. The camp-followers and occa- 
sional amateurs may pick up from fifty 
to five hundred dollars in a session, but 
the big lobbyists) have frequently earned 
thousands of dollars in a single session. 
One lobby member, a man who is entiled 
to wear the proud title of "Speaker ot 
the third house," has, in the course of a 
decade and a half, earned over sixty-five 
thousand dollars. From the best infor- 
mation obtainable it is doubtful if any 
obbyist has earned over seven or eight 
thousand dollars in a session. 

How great the value of a lobbyist's 
services may be can be seen by a single 
instance. Once upon a time a certain 
general law was proposed by a state com- 
mission. The bill which embodied this 
law was designed to be general in its 
application, and was framed in entire 
ignorance of how oppressively some of 
its provisions would operate in a certain 
case. The bill was being discussed in a 
committe-room, when it was discovered 
by a lobbyist of brains and keen percep- 
tions that a certain section of the bill 
would compel a great corporation to 
make an outlay of $1,500,000 to comply 
with its provisions. The corporation 
was notified, and a powerful influence 
brought to bear on the committee. The 
section was modified by a special clause 
inserted, and a vast sum of money saved. 

Lobbyists are frequently retained by 
corporations simply to keep a lookout 
for measures affecting their particular 
interests, and if such measures are in- 
troduced the lobbyist notifies his em- 
ployers. An ex-governor of this state 
has said that his firm has to keep a man 
I at the state house to watch for dan- 



gerous bills. Our shifting and frequent 
legislation yearly imperils hundreds of 
important interests. The mere cost fo 
running the legislative machinery is the 
smallest part of the burden imposed by

Of c .urse, savings banks might l»e 
made really safe, ami there are undoubt- 
edly savings hanks now in the city which 
arc at least as trustworthy as a govern- 
ment which rejiadiates an eighth of its 
debts. Still the confidence whidi people 
put in the mere name of a savires bank 
is as unreasonable and indefensible as the 
confidence of the Afiicau in hh fetich. 
What did the majority of the depositors 
in the Sixpenny savings bank know of 
Mr. Miles and the other officers of the 
bank ? What g<>od reason had they to 
believe that these men had hone»ty and 
intelligence enough to make them fit to 
be trusted with other i*o«le's money ? 
So long as people in this blind way will 
trust their money to virtutdly unknown 
men, need we be surprisel that to be a 
savings bank officer is penaps the most 
profitable career of crime ipon which an 
enterprising malefactor ctn enter ? 

The real foundation of this belief in 
savings banks is the thenry that when 
one irresponsible man tikes to himself 
two or three other irresponsible men, ami 
they jointly call themselves bank offi 
cers, they become ipso facto trustworthy. 
The native African king believes that 
if a lion drinks water over which fetich 
man has cast a spell, the beast instantly 
changes his nature and becomes gentle 
and iuoflensive. We, who pity the ig- 
norance of the native kings, believe the 
words " savings bank " exercise a magi- 
cal influence uj-an men who call them- 
selves savings bank officers, and that they 
are thus'made hcapable of stealing or of 
'vasting in foolish speculations the funds 
intrusted to them. No one in his sense 
would think of rushing into the street

As we walk through history with Di- 
ogenes' lantern in our hand, it is always 
pleasant to come upon an honest and a 
noble man. S jch an one was N'ehemiah, 
the rebuilder and reformer of Jerusalem. 
He stands in the scripture gallery of 
characters as John Hampden's statue 
stands in the line of illustrious worthits 
which flanks the entrance to the British 
parliament. 

Nehemiah was a man who understood 
the power of that prodigious word "no." 
When he lelt the Persian capital at 
Shushan, he went down to Jerusalem, 
determined to di something to relieve 
his suffering people there. The dear old 
city was in ruins. The Jews who had 
returned thither from Babylon were 
oppressed and plundered. The same 
kind of abuses had crept in, which have 
disgraced s »me of our city governments. 
Nehemiah lays ho'd of practical reforms 
with an unsparing hand. First, he 
arouse* the people with a trumpet peal 
to "rise up and build '' the ruined walls. 
Then he abolishes the oppressive taxa- 
tion, and the desecratious of the Sabbath 
and the temple. His predecessors in 
office had been receiving big salaries, and 
had allowed their underlings to fleece 
the people. Nehemiah might have cited 
their example as a precedent, and fol- 
lowed in their wake, (after the manner 
in which gr?edy officeholders or plun- 
derers thrust their arms into public 
treasuries in our dav), but his simple, 
manly statement i-», "S > did not I, be- 
cause of the fear of God."

The Transit of Mercurj^ 

A transit of Mercury wiUoocur o* the 
tith of May, which is antfciP* U!d wit h 
much interest in the astronomical world. 
It will bo visible all «irer. the United 
St ites, and will occupy about seven hoars 
and a half in its passage. Transits of 
Mercury are much more freque«i 
these of Venu% the average in 
being less than ten years. Th" a &e 
coming tra.i-it will be followed by others 
in 1^-1 and \*<A, t\hil<- ait. c U>e traBf.it 
of Venus in 188! none will oce>^{, 
2004. No previous transit of SMPby 
has ever ai u-< d the att<-ntiog /Swar jfj~ 

anticipated, for it is hoped that its observ- 
ation will help in the solution of several 
important problems, especially ia deter- 
mining the orbit of Mercury, in throw- 
ing more light on the question of an 
intra Mercurial planet, and in furni.-hing 
dua f«r renewed estimates of the sun's 
distance. Astronomers are already 
making preparations for the observation 
of the phenomenon. Two French scien- 
tists arc now on their way to the west to 
be in readiness for its advent. They are 
sent out officially. One of them is M. 
Charles Ad re, professor in the observa- 
tory in the university of Lyons, and the 
other is M. Angot, pro r ess*»r of physics 
at the Lycee Fontanel in Paris. The 
place of their destination is Ogden, Utah, 
and the locality has lieen selected foi two 
seasons. It is on an elevated ground, 
nearly on the "divide " of the continent, 
very favorably situated for dryness of 
climate aril purity of atmosphere, and 
the center of the transit will take place 
nearly at local noon. 

Men ury is too small to be seen by the 
naked eye in its passage across the sun, 
but unscientific observers, who have 
access to good telescopes, will have no 
difficulty in detecting the presence of the 
slow moving black spot on the face of the 
great luminary, while they are willing to 
leave the delicate observations and calcu- 
lations to practical eyea and mathemati- 
cal brains.

wf jt Condition of the Starving Millions. 
The four provinces of China which 
now offer the world the appalling spectacle 
of 70,000,000 of haman beings perishing 
with starvation are in the north, border- 
ing upon Mongolia. Shau se is the 
province which seems to be most severely 
stricken with famine. It has an area ol 
53,268 miles, and contains, besides its 
capital, Tae yuen Foo, eight prefectural 
cities. The population of Shau-se alone 
is returned at 14,004,210. Ita starving 
millionsatrikingly illustrate the Tantalus- 
like condition to" which mankind is 
doomed before civilization has provided 
it with intelligence and instruments to 
wrest from the earth its treasures of 
«<ricultural and mineral wealth, and to 
d.swiw* in all directions the elements 
of comfort and P>««nerity. They are 
literally dying in the , Pry nudst of 
inexhaustible potentialities M a happy 
life. 

Frem the southern frontier of Siiau.,, 
to as far north as Ning-woo Foo there is 
a plateau 30,000 square miles in extent, 
elevated from . r .,000 to 6,000 feet above 
the level of the sea. The whole of this 
plateau is one vast coal-field. Its northern 
and western limits are bounded by high 
mountain ranges wending southwest and 
northeast. Down the central line of the 
province lies a curious series of deep de- 
pre9sions,all of which are basins of ancient 
lakes, Shau-se is one of the most remark- 
able coal and iron regions of the earth. 
Baron von Ktchthofen expresses the 
opinion that, at the present rate of coal 
consumption, " the worid could be sup- 
plied for thousands of years from Shau-se 
alone." The vicinity of Tse chow Foo, 
in the south of the province, abounds in 
both coal and iron, and has probably 
furnished more iron to the Chinese than 
any region in the empire. The iron is of 
great purity and easily fusible, while the 
necessary means of manufacturing it, 
such as all sorts of clay and sand 
for crucibles, models, etc , are close 
at hand. Baror von Hichthofen says 
of the whole plateau that its extra- 
ordinary conditions, for which he knows 
no parallel on the globe, will eventually 
give rise to some curious features in 
mining. It may be predicted that if a 
railway should ever ba built frbm the 
plain to this region— and there is no other 
means of ever bringing to their due 
account its mineral resouices— branches 
of it will be constructed within the hotly 
of one or other of those beds of anthra- 
cite, which are among the thickest and 
most valuable known anywhere, and con- 
tinue for miles underneath the hills west 
of the present coal-belt of Ping-Ting 
Chow. Such a tunnel would allow of 
putting the produce of the various coal- 
beds immediately on railroad cars des- 
tined for dist ant p lace h. ^^-.»a^a— aaaOg^S 
Meanwhile, this marvelous railway of 
the future has not yet been built. There 
is only one wagon-road leading into and 
through Shau-se. In agricultural pro- 
ducts the province is poor. Meat is a 
rare luxury, and salt fish, the usual 
substitute for it, is enjoyed only by the 
wealthier classes. The masses of the 
people, as everywhere else in China, are 
extremely poor, and in the mountain 
districts are chronically subject to famine 
and starvation. 

This unprecedented famine calls re- 
newed attention to the danger of over- 
crowding a country with people, far 
beyond its normal capacity for support- 
ing them well. China is packed with 
people like sardines in a box — only the 
people are alive, while the fidies are dead. 
Under ordinary circumstances they can 
exist, after a fashion, on such a diet as 
Dio Lewis and George Francis Train 
recommended to Americans ; but a season 
of scarcity is death to all who have no 
means of purchasing supplies elsewhere 
or migrating for the time to another 
provincj. 

To relieve 70,000,000 of starving 
people is out of the question ; but to 
assist China in preveutirg a recurrence 
of this calamity, and open an adequate 
outlet for her surplus population where 
they can find ample means of subsistence 
and clear the heart of a continent for 
future 'generations of civilized humanity 
would be a grand and profitable under- 
taking— [New York Express.

Unporfitable Cotton and Ric«. 

The Charleston News and Courier says : 
" It is a settled fact that the sea island 
cotton and rice cannot be produced with 
profit, at present prices, with our present 
sjxteni of labor. An exceptionally good 
planter, here and there, may continue to 
succeed ; bat the fact that three-fourths 
of the sea island cotton lands and one- 
half of the rice lands under cultivation 
in 1860 are now thrown out, proves that 
the average cannot make money. On 
North 8 an tee alone, as we are informed, 
o:»ly three rice plantations are now culti- 
vated out of eighteen in 1860, and it was 
shown in » report made last summer to 
the agricultural society that, in our four 
coast counties, over four hundred thou» 
sand acres of land have been thrown out 
of cultivation since 1860. Are these lands 
to remain idle, or shall we make an-ejfort 
to utilize them again ?" The News and 
Courier urges planters in the low coun- 
try to raise wheat, and instances proof to 
show that that crop can be made verv 
profitable.

The 
uppers are cut out by hand, simply 
because of the iuvariableu(s*of the quaU 
ity of the leather in the same skin. The 
soles are cut out by machinery, and the 
binding, pasting, closing, crimpinir, 
stitching, heeling and polishing are all 
done by machinery without the aid of 
human hand. 

Tlie strongest sewed sh->, s are stitched 
with a wire screw thread, each stitch 
being actually screwed in and the screw 
cut of! by an automatic machine, the ex- 
act thickness of the sole, whether it be 
thin, as in the shank. or thick. or under the 
ball of the foot, or still thicker, a- 
thn ugh the heel. 

Nine hundred j>egs are driven in a 
shoe in a minute. Four hundrtd and 
fifty thousand bushels of i>egs were need 
last year, and all made by machinery. 
The pegs in four pairs of men's shoes 
cost one cent. 

The cost of shoes is no less now than 
when made by hand, because leather is 
dearer. In 1865 it cost $'_' "Jo to make 
a pair of ladies' gaiters of the finest 
quality. Now the same shoe can be 
made for 91.50. The females did most of 
the bindine and stitching at 56 cents per 
day ; now they get 91.90 P er day for at- 
tending the machinery. Then, men who 
lasted and did the sewing got $1 per 
day; now they get (2.5U.

This had no great attraction for 
them, so simply looking at it, they trav- 
eled on, crossed London bridge, and ere 
long reached an extremely narrow, dirty 
street. Here they entered a house, 
plunged iuto a cellar, and using the nar- 
rator's words, " found Ourselves in a 
rconi similar to one we had formerly 
entered, except that there was no bar. 
This was the sitting toom and kitchen of 
a cheap lodging house. I gave the pro- 
prietor a sixpence, which entitled me to 
a bed for two nights, with permission to 
enjoy the freedom of the common room, J 
and to cook at its fires— for everyone in 
cheap lodging houses cooks for himself. 
My comrade went to a shelf, took down 
a box, and taking therefrom a teapot, 
two cups, tea and sugar, proceeded to 
mafce tea, while I was dispatched to a 
convenient butcher shop to procure meat, 
butter and bread ; on my return he 
played the part of conk, and did it well. 
In this room were about twenty person' 
of both sexes, principally tramps and 
thieves. The conversation, or I should 
rather say remarks (as this class of peo- 
ple seldom indulge in conversation), was 
exceedingly low and obecene. As even- 
ing came on, the number increased to 
about fifty, including men, women and 
children, and the cursing, smoking, etc., 
made the place resemble one of Sweden- 
fcorg'a visions of hell." 

In this wretched place they remained 
all night, our American sight-seer wooing 
sleep in vain amid the discordant noises 
of sensuality and sin.— [Chicago Post. 



So perfectly is everything ma'le for thi- 
kind of manufacture that neither time 
nor a scrap of material is lost. I>ast fill a 
shoe manufacturer was burned out in 
Lynn on Wednesday. Thursday he re- 
ceived bis insurance and rented another 
house; Friday, ordered his new machin- 
ery from Boston, only nine miles off; re- 
ceived it on Saturday ; put it up on 
Monday, and on Tuesday had ;:11 his force 
at work turnin* out as many pairs of 
shoes as he had done before the tire — 
24 000 pairs every day. There is a roy- 
alty of twocents on every pairof pecged, 
and e>f three and a quarter ce>nts on 
every pair of swed shoes inad* by ma- 
chinery. 

There were over $8,000,000 worth of 
leather exported in 1877, and yet a heavy 
duty is levied upon leather. 

There were 2,000,000 lasts made in|the 
Uuited States in 1*77, all turned by ma- 
chinery. 

In the manufacture of cotton and 
woollen goods ninety hands now in sixty 
hours do the work that lio'I hands did in 
seventy-six and a half hours fifteen years 
ago, ami though their wages have in- 
creased forty per cent, the cost e>f manu- 
factured articles has been preatly re- 
duced. It costs three and a half cents 
per yard to make calico, and Wamsutta 
goods are now se»ld in the London market, 
but yet the policy of our government 
thinks it proper to impose a duty of from 
thirty to fifty |>ercent. upon all classes of 
cotton and woollen goods. — [Charleston 
News and Courier.

A friend once described to us an exe- 
cution which he witnessed in Paris, out- 
side the walls of the city orison, and in 
the public street. It took place in the 
gray ot dawn, and at the precise hour 
indicated in the sentence. A squad of 
soldiers filed out of the gates, and in a 
twinkling put together the machinery of 
the guillotine, some of them sprinklinir 
sawdust on the pavement while it was 
being put up. Before this was fairly 
finished the gate swung open, and the 
criminal and executioner and the spirit- 
ual adviser marched out. Whatever 
religious exercises were essential had been 
attended to within the prison. The 
criminal, with his hands bound behind 
and a cap drawn over his head, was 
led forth, his body bent forward over the 
carriage, which, as he pressed it, shot 
forward on noiseless wheels, and the knite 
fell with a glitter of its keen, polished 
edge ; the head dropped into the banket 
awaiting it, the body waa placed in a 
coffin, the machinery taken down, saw- 
dust swept up, and the whole scene was 
over. Within ten minutes, by the watch 
of the witness, every trace ot the execu- 
tion was over. The seddiers, the priest, 
the executioner had disappeareei, and 
there was not even a drop ot blood upon 
the pavement to indicate that a tragedy 
had D?en there enacted. — [Cairo Bulle- 
tin. 

Health and Learniug. 

In an article entitled M Learning and 
Health," in the Gentleman's Magazine, 
Dr. Benjamiu W. Richardson earnestly 
deprecates the too early forcing of chil- 
dren's minds. " Health," he says, " is 
never at any period of life so tried as in 
the first years. Then it is confirmed or 
destroyed; made or unmade. For chil- 
dren under seven the whole teaching that 
should be naturally conveyed should l>e 
through play, if the body is to be trained 
up healthy as the bearer of the mind, 
and it is wonderful what an amount of 
learning can by this method be attained. 
Letters of languages can be taught ; con- 
versation in different languages can be 
carried on ; animal life can be classified ; 
the surface of the earth can be made 
clear ; history can be told as a story ; and 
a number of other and most useful truths 
can be instilled without ever forcing the 
child to touch a book or read a formal 
lesson. Under such a system the child 
grows into knowledge, makes his own in- 
ventory of the world that surrounds him 
and the things that are upon it, and grow- 
ing up free to learn, learns well, and eats, 
and sleeps, and plays well. In a child 
trained after this method not only is 
health set forth, but happiness likewise — 
a most important item in this period of 
life."

The extraordinary emigration from 
the north to the westward, especially to 
Kansas, ha^ been lately a subject of re- 
mark. Kansas paper* represent that 

settlers and colonies come in battalion*. 
The history of emigration everywhere 
shows that it moves in certain well- 
defined parallels of latitude. "Westward 
the star of empire" has always moved 
from the east, and it is in obedience to 
thia great law that Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Missouri, and now Kansas, with 
Colorado, have received such vast acces- 
sions of population.

Nothing New I nder the Smi. 

A novel discovery has been made i n 
the library of Lyons, in France. It is a 
map of the entire system of the central 
plateau of Africa, which has been of 
late years explored by Grant, Baker, 
Livings'one and Stanley. The system 
is traced upon a globe which was con- 
structed iu 1 7o l , and contains in detail 
the sources of the Nile and thre Congo. 
The map was executed by order of 
Fathers Placide de Saint Amour, princi 
pal of the monastery of the third order 
of St. Francis, by Crispurien of Toulon, 
and by the monks of Bonaventure and 
Gregoire, both connected with the above 
establishment.

Traveling across the plains that stretch 
away to the northeastward from the 
river, over dead-level expanses of prairie., 
whose tall grass reaches vour horse's 
belly, and knocks off its dew globules 
against your stirrup leathers, you rather 
unexpectedly come upon the Kio Ftfcos. 
That wild and lonesome river has, at 
l«?ast in this longitude, no trees uj^on its 
banks to mark its course in the great and 
arid wastes through which it flows, and 
your field glass sweej»s over ita track as 
over any other treeless ravine that de- 
bouches from ranges of low hills, unsus- 
picious of its presence.
